SUBJECT: Allen Dulles Estate Records 


1. On 22 September 1969, BE 2vised that he 25X1A9a 
has completed his examination of the Dulles papers. He submitted 
a report which he will come in to sign on 1 October 1969. In his 
report he states that the papers now remaining in the basement 
repository can be turned over to the Dulles estate. The classified 
and sensitive papers, which are to be retained by the Agency, are 
located in Room 4E-53, Headquarters. 


2. Inasmuch as Mr. Bannerman had previously indicated 
he would like to see i ees his completing his project, I 
took him to Mr. Bannerman's office on 22 September 1969.

3. On the afternoon of 22 September, I asked [Qe ate 25X1A9a
